SHIPMENTS OF “COLLECTED” RHODODENDRON 
MAXIMUM and KALMIAS are from my special fields in Penn- 
sylvania and the South, depending on destination and quality of 
stock desired. The best clumps come from the South, from high 
altitudes. ‘*Collected’’ Rhododendron catawbiense comes only 
from the South. 

MY NURSERIES ARE UNIQUE, being the first to grow Native 
American Ornamentals, and having the only large and complete 
stock of Hardy American Plants in existénce. 

SHIPPING BEGINS IN AUGUST, when I send out large 
Rhododendrons, Kalmias, and other evergreens, and bulbs and 
herbaceous plants, general stock going out in October and Novem- 
ber; and in spring from about March 1 to May 15. Give shipping 
instructions, unless you wish to leave it to me, when I use my best 
judgment, but assume no risk.
